REGULATIONS. 
Take Notice! Read Carefully! 


1. The following instructions concerning the advertising of seized and unclaimed goods, and-the rendition of news- 
paper bills for such advertising, must be strictly observed by collectors of customs and others concerned : 

2. The publication of all advertisements addressed to claimants of seized goods, and of all advertisements of sales of 
both seized and unclaimed goods,.will be authorized by collectors of customs, who are permitted to select the newspapers 
for such advertising, under the provisions of article 1208, Customs Regulations of 1915. 

3. Collectors must authorize these advertisements upon Cat. No. 8055, which contains full instructions to newspaper 
publishers reg garding the rendition of their bills, etc., and no bill for such advertising will be allowed that is not accom- 
panied by such a form of authorization. Duplicates of carbon copies.of theseletters of authorization should be kept by 
collectors. en ee | 

4, The law (sections 3075 and 3077, Revised Statutes) provides that newspaper advertisements relating to seized 
goods shall contain a description of the articles; but there is no such requirement in the case of unclaimed goods. Under

5. Sections 3075 and 3077, Revised Statutes, provide that each newspaper notice of seizure or sale shall be inserted 
once a week for three successive weeks, while section 3080, Revised Statutes, allows a discretionary limitation of the time 
during which advertisements shall run in the case of perishable goods, live animals, ete. . 

6. The law clearly intends that these notices shall not be published oftener than three times, and it is believed by 
the Department that such publicity would be sufficient in most cases. It is therefore ordered that hereafter no newspaper 
notice of seizure or sale shall be inserted oftener than three times, unless the collector or other officer authorizing the 
advertisement is convinced that greater publicity would be to the interest of the Government; and no bill for any adver- 
tisement published a greater number of times than herein specified will be approved for payment that is not accompanied 
by a satisfactory statement from the officer authorizing the advertisement showing the necessity for such extended 
publication. : : 

7. Section 2976, Revised Statutes, provides for the sale, “ upon due notice at public auction,” of any unclaimed mer- 
chandise in public warehouse which is becoming so depreciated in value as to be likely, if suffered to remain, to prove 
insufficient to pay the duties and charges thereupon. The determination of this necessity is left wholly with the chief. 
customs officer of the port, and sales of this description need not be advertised in any newspaper, but notice of sale may 
be posted in a public place for a reasonable time previous to such sale. 

8. The act of June 30, 1871, requires “ that hereafter all advertisements, notices, proposals for contracts, and all forms 
of advertising required by law for the several Departments of the Government may be paid for at a price not to exceed the 
commercial rates charged to private individuals, with the usual discounts; such rates to be ascertained from sworn state- 
ments to be furnished by the proprietors or publishers of the newspapers proposing so to advertise.” . 

9. The sworn rates referred to by this law are required to be rendered upon a form furnished by the Department, 
and when executed are filed in the office of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

10. All bills for newspaper advertising for the Customs Service must be rendered upon Cat. No. 3057, and submitted 
by collectors to the Secretary of the Treasury for examination and approval before payment is made. 

‘11. Before forwarding to the Department for approval any bill for advertising, the collector: will see that it is prop=—~ a 
erly made out, and that it is accompanied by his letter of authori zation a and a copy of each issue of the) paper in which the _ | 
advertisement appeared. 

12. In auditing bills no allowance will be made for displayed or leaded advertisements or prominent headings. The | 
matter must be set up solid, without paragraphing, and should be in the type specified in the sworn statement of rates

number of solid lines only in advertisements, by actual count, will be allowed, and all abbreviations in copy must be 
strictly followed.
